Ignorance Concerning 
Pump Gun Cause of 
Local Tragedy 


Lack of knowledge of the opera ­ 
tion of a shot gun of the puinp gun 
ty pe, was the ca use of the dea th of 
J oseph W. Fern, Chicago, M etropoli­ 
ta n eleva ted guard, it developed a t 
the inquest 
conducted 
by 
Coroner 
Frank M. Ba nker 
at 
the 
Preston 
m ortua ry y esterda y a fternoon. Harry 
W. R eichert of Oak Park, a fellow 
em ploy e and Fern's com pa nion on 
the hunting expedition, 
was 
com ­ 
pletely exonera ted by the J ury , who 
found tha t dea th was due to an a cci­ 
dental g un shot wound and shock. 
Mr. R eichert, who w ith the other 
two members of the hunting party , 
( a m e to D ixon early T uesda y m orn­ 
ing to enjoy a day s outing hunting 
squirrels a nd ducks, g a ve his version 
of the a ccident as follows: 
• We 
pla nned a 
hunting 
trip to 
D ixon about two weeks ago a nd I 
nad ta lked to J oe a bout it severa l 
tim es a fter. 
W e ha ve been com ing 
out to this vicinity for the past four 
y ea rs for a da y ’s hunt a nd we looked 
forward to it w ith m uch pleasure. 
We 
left 
Chica g o 
a bout 
3 o ’clock 
Tuesda y m orning , stopping a t De- 
K a lb for brea kfast. 
W e arrived at 
Mr. Fa ssler's a bout 
7 
o’clock 
and 
a sked perm ission to hunt, w hich was 
granted. 
Com pla ined of Gun, 
“ W e sta rted out across a field to 
the timber and J oe was putting Ins 
gun tog ether. 
He hud borrowed the 
g un from a friend a nd I do not know 
the make of it. 
It w a s a pum p a c­ 
tion 12 g ua g e shot gun. 
He spoke to 
me a bout the g un not 
seem ing 
to 
work a s it should and I took it and 
lired one shot at a corn 
sta lk. 
It 
a ppea red to m e to 
be 
working 
all 
rig ht a nd I ha nded it back to him. 
He then fired a couple of shots a t 
the sta lk and we continued 
toward 
the timber. 
W hen we rea ched level 
ground, he spoke to m e a g a in and 
raid tha t he did not think th a t the 
gun wa s working properly . 
“ I stopped a g a in and took the gun 
a nd began to pump out the shells. I 
wa s not a cqua inted w ith the opera ­ 
tion of the g un a nd ha d pumped out 
five shells, thinking tha t this wa s all 
there were m it. 
J oe was stooping 
over when the 
g un 
suddenly 
di.=- 
iba rg ed. 
It all ha ppened in a m o­ 
m ent. 
He cried out tha t he w a s shot 
a nd I saw him holding his ha nd to 
his hea d and there was blood on his 
cheek. 
He ha d 
probably 
put 
his 
ha nd over his leg first. 
I asked him 
where he wa s shot and he answered 
tha t it had struck him in the leg. As 
I looked, I saw 
blood spurting out 
as if com ing from a pipe. 
J oe gave 
instruction, how to a ppiy a lourni- 
quet and told us to use his necktie. 
I helped rem ove the tie and one of 
the other boy s g ot a stick 
a nd 
we 
wound it tig ht above the knee. 
The 
flow of blood seem ed to stop or at 
lea st 
there 
was 
not 
as 
great a 
qua ntity . 
T a k en to H ospita l 
I hurried to the Fa ssier house and 
a sked for help in g etting him to a 
doctor and was told the hospita l at 
Dixon was the oest place. 
As soon 
as we could, we 
brought 
him 
in, 
Mr. Fa ssler’s son ta king my car and 
: how m g us the way . 
I rem a ined at 
the hospita l and ckd wha t I could 
and telephoned to his 
wife 
1 re­ 
turned to Chica g o to tell his loiks of 
the a ccident la ter in the da y after 
he had been placed in a room a t the 
hospita l. 
I 
ca lled 
tha t 
a fternoon* 
about 4 o ’clock a nd lea rned th a t he 
was resting as com forta bly as could 
be expected. 
T he next 
morning, I 
telephoned a g a in and 
learned 
tha t 
he ha d died. 
It was a plea sure trip 
for the four of us to which we had 
i>een looking forward to for several ¡ 
day s, but turned out 
just, the o p ­ 
posite 
"At the farm house 
Mr. Fa ssler’s 
son exa m ined the gun and told us 
tha t it ha d not been 
propertlv a s­ 
sem bled a nd tha t it was a m iracle 
tha t it ha d not exploded when fired 
the first tim e. 
I ha ve enjoy ed four 
trips to this vicinity 
hunting 
but 
this is my la st one. 
I never expect 
to ha ndle a gun again."
